Chairman Barton of the railroad labor 
board and Chairman Clar kof the in- 
terstate commerce commission with 
regard to the entire railroad situation, 
it is understood the president will take 
up the problem with his cabinet today. 


The question is absorbing a great 


deal of t'ue attention of the cabinet, 
for. while it is held by many that a 
rate reduction is necessary, there are 
others who contend that reductions 
are necessary only upon certain com- 
modities and that present rates can 
stand upon the commodities of high 
value, which are not transported in 
great quantities in interstate com- 
merce.
